C THE REPORT OF THB SUPERINTENDENT 

The Southeast Convention was organized In 1949, the creature of the white Congrega 
tional Christian Churches In this geographical area and the Board of Home Missions 
of the Congregational Christian Churches, Carrying on the policies of the past, 
the national board continued to finance the program of the convention and to give 
aid to the Individual churches and ministers. On their part, the churches contri- 
buted to the total mission work at home and abroad of the denomination. 



In 1954- the convention entered upon a new program worked out in agreement with 
the Board for Home Missions. The national board would continue to support finan- 
cially the work of the convention, but the support would be reduced anhuany. The 
churches of the convention, for their part, would be challenged to increase their 
support of Our Christian World A'lission, The convention would retain 15% of these 
funds and 25% would be distributed among the national boards and agencies. This 
• , effort was and is called "Our Program of Progress." Dr. Erston M. Butterfield 
served as Superintendent during the time this agreement was reached and in the

Even then it was apparent that the convention was faced by two major di%1Ifenges. 
The one was to become a self-supporting convention — a missionary body rather 
than a mission-aided. The second was to face realistically and deal in Christian 
spirit with the fact it was the conviction of our total fellowship that our reg- 
ional bodies should be organized on a geographical basis rather than along racial, 
ethnic or other lines. Stated simpfy, the white and Negro churches of our denom- 
ination should be included in the same regional bodies. ' 

\7hen 1 was, invited in 1957 to becortne* the Superintendent of the convention, it was 
immedlateiy obvious to me thai- >h%S^ Were the two primary concerns with which we 
would have to deal. Under the guidance of the Boerfl 6tB©irectbrS, the program of 
the convention has b^en directed'>c^rd 'the resblutToh^df th^se >ri>b1'ans'*Kj«3 
opportunities. 

The convention has moved forward on its "Program of Progress." initially the 
national board contributed S20,000.00 to the budget of the convention. This year 
the amount is approximately $5,000.00, "'WhT 1%'^1-h?^ r^Vtf Is not as good 
might have been there is no doubting that the convention has moved forward," 

The General Council of Congregational Chrrsti'S?r*CiWH:life'b *^Vi'^^^'fepe 
raised with the Executive Committee of the General Council and the various organ- 
izations of the denomination involved the question of regional organizations 
practicing racial segregation. Meetings with represyflWlvfe^4^ ^e'^TF*K)1fe 
''""g'rdtiJis/Wcfuding the Southeast Convention, began. 

Because we shortly were involved in the formation of the United Church and the 
various votes and actions related to this, the context of the question of geo- 
graphical organization was somewhat changed. The Constitution of th^'Un'fted 
Church was adopted. It provides that the conferences and assoi^tTbrS^^f^ftlSt? be 
organized on a geographical basis. 

This provision was not, as many seem to thinl<, aimed just at the southern white . 
part of our fellowship. There were various groups involved. And the whole 
matter of reorganization and realignment brought forth a variety of problems. 

The leadership in our area, aware that we would have to face this matter, began 
to take the necessary steps to bring about the best possible arrangement in the 
light of our own situation and responsibilities. A committee representing our 
own convention, the four Evangelical and Reformed Churches in the area, and the 
Negro Congregational Christian Churches in the area was formed for the purpose 
of ^developing a reasonable plan. This committee has reported regularly to the 
annual meeting of the convention. 

Finally the corimittee was ready to report. The proposed agreement that wil I be 
voted on at this annual meet ing was the result- The agreement has gone .to the 
other bodies involved. Their action in respect to It will be reported here in a 
few minutes, . 

The agreement was presented to the Board of Directors of the convention. After 
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careful considerat ion, weighing a4l,of the ..factors i nvol ved, the Board voted 
approval of, the agreement and to place it before this annual meeting with ttie 
rec0nTO!?R<tet:l0n- tha* it i^ r . t - , 

So here we stand today. I am aware there Is sincere opposition to the plan. There 
are certain statements that I would like to make. First, this plan has been work- 
ed out by responsible people from our own area. Second, the committee and the 
Board of Directors of the convention are convinced that this is the best possible

It has been suggested that the General Synod of the United Church, the General 
.Council of Congregational Christian Churches, and the Board for Homeland A^inis- 
tries of the United Church have brought undue pressure upon the committee and 
the directors. This simply is not so. We have proceeded in this matter just as 
have the conferences, conventions and synods in every section of the country.^ 
When representatives of the national fellowship have been present at our meetings, 
it has been at our invitation. They have been extended every courtesy — but not 
the right to vote. 

But we must face up to the fact that we are a part of a national fellowship and 

we must- fol.-lpw the same j>rinciples that apply across the fellowship. The principle

It Is natural to ask, "Can we stay as we are?" It should be quite clear that this 
is not a possible alternative — not if we are going to continue to be a part of 
the United Church and the Congregational Christian Church fellowship. We are in a 
situation similar to that of the states that have not taken responsible action in 
congressional redlstrict ing and proper representation in their own legislatures. 
We have been given the opportunity to take responsible action for ourselves. I do 
not^ know what wou4d -foMw ^pon our. foUur© to take such resppnslbJia BCtli)n,- 

But I am more concerned to urge you, the ministers and the delegates from the 
Churches of the convention, to adopt this agreement- This is a step I believe we 
'must take for our own sake, for the sake of our national fel lov!/sh,i^Si^«>n¥i.4or the 
cause of Christianity. I pray God you will so vote this day. 

Now for a personal word. It fs good to be the Superintendent of this convention. 
I count it an honor so to serve. The interest and support given to our common 
efforts by the ministers and the people of the churches is heartening and appre- 
ciated, i am especially grateful to the officers 2nd members of the Board of 
Directors and the committees of the convention for their good work and their loy- 
alty. We alJ should be aware of our indebtedness to Mrs. McCord for her effi- 
ciency in thiB affairs of the convention office^ - - 

It is good to have the opportunity to make this annual report to you. I look for- 
ward to the year ahead, aware there will be difficulties to face, but also aware 
we do not stand alone. If we earnestly seek His will, surely God will lead and

part of the United Church by taking action at the annual meeting In Chattanooga 
which will bring into being one Conference which will be composed of ALL our 
U. C. C. churches in the area. The Board of Directors voted in January this year 
to recommend approval of the plan which has been presented by the Committee on 
Reorganization and Realignment, The provisions of the plan have been published 
in The Southeast News and copies have been sent to all ministers and churches of 
the convention. There will be ample opportunity for discussion on the floor of 
th Is proposal . 

A paragraph from the 1963 report of Moderator J. Kermit Harris seems to be very 
aDpropriate at this time, and with apolog.ies to liim I would like to repteat it In 
my report. I quote: 

"The Christian, concept of . a United Church of Christ moves toward 
reality. It has. been npth,IJig..'l ess, than thrilling to have joined 
with your representatives in the pursuit of this reaMty, True, 
there is yet much to be said and done; however, we shoti Id --be en- 
couraged and reassured by the fact that what has been done and 
said has been .^one and said in the spirit of Christ- Ours^ is a 
great heritage; it remains so only as long as we are Christian'," ■ «- 

Thus we come to the time when we must complete some of our church Work so that 
we may be about the work of_ the church. 

As your Aoderator, I attended the Convention of the South (Ne^gfo) as a fraternal 
delegate last June at its meeting in Atlanta, in July I was a delegate to the 
General..Syt?od meeting in Denver.

4)ermit me to attend. To that extent, at least, 1 failed in my duties as your_ 
Moderator. I do want to say, however, that In spite of our trying problems, it 
has been a real pleasure to work with our Superintendent and your elected repre- 
sentatives during this most eventful year. V/e have fallen short of our goals in 
Our Christian World Mission giving and in much of our other efforts, but let us 
go forth with courage and faith that "He bestows upon us His Holy Spirit^- creat ing 
and renewing the Church of Jesus Christ,"
